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Annual Meetin 


Talk on World Conference 


The amnual meeting of the Wetas- 
kiwin Board of Trade, held at the 
Driard hotel on Monday evening, was 
one of the best of the year, aS a very 
‘thoughtful and pointed address was 
given by Mr. H. M..B. Evans of Ed- 
monton, on the Wor!d Economic Con- 
ference. Charts were displayed 
showing business conditions from 
the years 1925 to 1931 and the effect 
tthe' depression had on the different 
branches of trade and commerce dur- 
ing that period. Great Britain was 
the only nation to succeed in balanc- 
ing the budget, and we can look to 
her to lead the world out of the cha- 
otic condition we are in today. The 
managers of five big banking institu- 
tions in England report a slight im- 
provement in 1932 over 1931. France 
has more gold than any other nation 
in the world, including the United 
States. In 1925 there was only 91% 
of the world’s normal commodities 
on hand, while in 1931 there was 
213% or over two year's supply. 

Technocracy did not commence in 
1928, but has been gradually develop- 
ing for many years. During the past 
couple ‘of years it has made rapid 
growth, and this state of affairs 
makes it all the more difficult to 
bring abowtt a readjustment. When 
the U.S. received large quantities of 
gold and undertook to become the 
‘world’s banker, it started specula- 
tion, and the present crashes of the 
banks is the effect. There have been 
many depressions in the past from 
which the world has recovered, and 
no doubt the world will recover from 
this one. 

Today unemployment in the world 
has reached about thirty million 
workers; gold has declined; in Win- 
nipeg wheat fell to the lowest point 
in four centuries; world stocks have 
increased; industrial concerns at the 
end of 1932 were operating oniy. ten 
per cent capacity; and the world) 
trade was about one-third of what it 
was in 1929. The speaker hoped the

economic conference to be held later 
would. be successful in working out 
some plan which would ultimately 
bring about normal conditions. 

Canada should have a central bank 
to set up machinery for the handling 
of national business, which would 
standardize monetary transactions 
throughout the dominion, and avoid 
any experiments which might be 
made by individual provinces. 

John Blue, secretary of the Hdmon- 
ton chamber of commerce, also spoke 
briefly, advocating that the gold 
standard be maintained as the med- 
ium of exhange between the countries 
of the world, and gave several reas- 
ons why. 

Godfrey Baker,  secretary-treasur- 
er, presented the finencial statement 
showing the total revenue for the 
year as $226.50, with a credit balance 
of $8.70. He also spoke of some of 
the activities of the board during the 
year, which included the organiza- 
tion of the school fair by the agricul- 
tural committee headed by Roy Ball- 
horn; the sponsoring of a seed fair 
with which was associated the ex- 


hibit of the junior grain growing 
club; the sponsoring of the junior 
swine club, and the junior grain

Edmonton, Féb. 25.—Breaking par- 
ty lines, members of the legislature, 
in the second division of the present 
session, on Friday defeated a resolu- 
tion which proposed that steps be 
taken to bring’abcut uniform school 
courses in Western Canada. The 
resolution mwas defeated by the nar- 
row margin of only. two votes, there 
being 22 in favor and 24 against.

VEXING QUESTION 

OF TEACHERS PLAY 


Is a failure to get a raise, the 
equivalent of a cut? The A.T.A. has 
presented one grest obstacle to re- 
duction of salaries, but chooses to 
base the percentage of reduction, on 
the saleries that teachers would have 
been geting if they had _ received 
their normal raises from year to year 
up to the maximum. 

With special reference to a contin- 
‘uing debate between Lethbridge 
[School Board and A.T.A., the Board 
\favors a cut on present salary. The 
|A.T.A., on the other hand, favors a 
‘cut from the salary that teachers 
|would have been receiving had no re 
|ductions been made. It is an inter- 
esting point. 
| For instance, a teacher receiving 
$1,500 at present would have been re 
‘ceiving $1,700 had no reductions been 
made from schedule. The board’s sug- 
‘gestion, if put into effect, would give 
iher $1,300, while the A.T.A. suggest- 
lea $1,445. This amounit, they figure 
wes a 15 per cent reduction.

The lo- 
‘cal adjuSter could receive and dis- 
tribute: the’ proceeds of the crop and 
ifthe farmer needed part of the 
‘funds! fortshis ‘own living expenses he 
econld: get!it at once instead of wait- 
ing for days or weeks for it as he 
now has: to do. This delay probably 
more than anything else, is the 
eause of the disappearance of some 
of the crop. 

Then again, and this is most im- 
portent, the adjuster where  neces- 
sary could endeavor to effect a vol- 
‘untary adjustment from year to 
year of interest rates and payments. 
I say from yeaa to year, for if con- 
ditions improve the rate might vary. 
He might also effect a voluntary ad- 
justment of indebtedness if it . was 
apparent that it was advisable in 
the interests of all concerned that 
this step should be taken. We 
might. even go further and _ provide 
in the Act that when a_ substantial 
majority of the creditors represent- 
ing a substantial majority of the 
indebtedness are favorable to an ad- 
justment such adjustment should be 
legalized and tthat we ask the Do- 
‘minion Government to enact the nec- 
essary legislation giving the Prov- 
ince ‘authority to pass such a meas- 
ure. This particular clause could 
then be proclaimed and brought into 
effect. These adjustments should al- 
so apply to others besides farmers. 

From information just received | 
understand that the mortgage com- 
panies are making wholesale fore- 
closures on city property, one bailiff 
alone in the City of Edmonton, serv- 
ed 18 notices of foreclosure actions in 
four days. They may be doing this 
to forestall any new debt adjustment 
legislation, and these people in their 
homes must receive reasonable pro- 
tection under the provisions of the

These «are some of the advantages 
‘that I have thought of. There may

the costs for securing judgment for’ 
a little over $100 will amount to 50% 
of the claim. Then I would make the: 
further suggestion that the Statute 
of Limitations be extended. Under 
the present law an account becomes 
outlawed in 6 years. This is entirely 
too short a time ‘under present condi-. 
tions when the debtor finds it im- 
possible in many cases to pay his ac- 
counts and the only way a creditor 
can protect himself is to secure judg- 
ment at an eventual cost to himself 
or the debtor. He would prefer in 
certain accounts. to let them run 
along at no further cost and it would 
be of advantage. to all parties and 
would save incurring funther expense 
if the time was further extended. 

The Speech ‘from the Throne in- 
forms us that there will be a new Tax 
Consolidation Act introduced for our 
consideration at this Session We 
passed such an Act last year, making 
it possible for Councils to wipe off 
a portion of the penalties and enter 
into agreements with tax delinquents 
to pay the arrears in five annual in- 
stalments. Just why it is found nee- 
essary to make a change so soon 
will no doubt be explained to us at 
the proper time and the Minister 
will no doubt inform us as to the 
principal changes contemplated. I 
just want to utter a warning to the 
Minister at this time that we must 
be very careful in drawing up the 
new act so that it will not embarass 
municipapities financially. Sioome 
Municipal Districts do not need leg- 
islation of this kind. A reference to 
newspaper reports during the last 
few days show that a great number 
of Municipalities are in splendid fin- 
ancial shape. They are preparing to 
make further retrenchments in ex- 
penditure and intend to reduce the 
mill rate very considerably, snd this 
new legislation must not interfere or 
handicap them in this endeavor. By 
making the adoption of the Act op- 
tional and only have those come un- 
der its provisions who make applica- 
tion to do so this danger will be 
‘largely eliminated.

Last summer when the 
first order was issued, it covered the 
smallest truck as well as the largest, 
with the result that farmers and oth- 
ers could not use their small trucks 
and cream trucks were also barred.

However, the order that is causing 
the most criticism and one that is 
th most ill-advised and half baked 
is that which prohibits trucks from 
carrying passengers, 
only :llowed to take one assistant 
besides the driver. For large com- 
mercial class A trucks operating on 
te main highway between Edmonton 
and Calgary and intermediate points 
there may be some justification for 
such an order, but when it comes to 
farmers’ trucks or class B_ trucks 
that generally are used out through 
the country, there is absolutely no 
reason why they should be included. 
It is a common practice for the own- 
er of a truck or some member of his 
family to take for a trip a number 
of his neighbors or friends. They 
may visit town or go to a dance, en- 
tertainment or picnic or meeting of 
some kind. Many farmers have only 
a truck. Probably they cannot afford 
to buy a car, or if they have a car, 
are not in a position to buy a license 
for it, and are compelled to run the 
truck for regular family use. Yet 
this ridiculous and unfair order ap- 
plies to them, and they are violating 
the law every time more than two 
are taken along on the trip. I now 
bring this condition of affairs to the 
attention of the Government; and 
request that immediate steps be tak- 
en to cancel the Order in Council as

POLICE COURT 


Jonathan (alias Joseph) Kroening 
of near Hobbema, was arraigned be- 
fore Police Magistrate R. M. Angus 
on a charge of false pretences by way 
of a worthless chattel mortgage. He 
was given one year hard labor in the 
provincial gaol at Fort Saskatche- 
wan. 

The offence dates back to 1930, 
when Kroening caused or induced 
Rosenroll Limited of Wetaskiwin, to 
execute and accept as valuable a 
chattel mortgage for $343.95 as se- 
curity for endorsing a note at the 
bank. On securing the money from 
the bank Kroening left for the Unit- 
ed States. When the mortgage was 
presented for registration, it was 
discovered that the same chattels 
had been mortgaged to a man in 
Camrose seven days previous to the 
Wetaskiwin mortgage and registered 
at Camrose. Further investigations 
disclosed the fact that Kroening did 
not own all the chattels given by him 
as security.
